That is thc date for com- 
pletion of the studies and sur- 
veys, of course, which mcan.<> 
that a solution will have to 
be decided upon after that 
date and construction, if any,' 
will fallow that. 

The engineer gave little 
hope for an lmmc(li»te, short- 
term, low cost solution to 
thc flooding, . an oversight 
that seemed to tip.sot some 
of his fellow guests. 

Rep. Murphy, who fought 
wUh the Stale Dtvi.slon of 
Waterways most of last win- 
ter to get the gates In the 
Mcflcnry dam opened to re- 
lieve the situation, had an 
ally in Df: Stanley Anderson 
of Channel Lake. 

Dr. Anderson, armed with 
jcharts and diagrams, tried to 
show that the opening of the 
dam at Wllmot and closing of 
tiio dam at McHcnry could 
conceivably have an adverse 
effect on the level of the 
water, in between, but the 
Co^rps of Engineer spokes- 
man wasn't buying it without 
a thorugh. study. 

It wodld, probably be safe 
to predict, howev:er, that 
come high water in the Chain 
0\ Lakes again and there 
will be considerable pressure, 
to have the McHenry dam 
openedv even if it means 
some Blight iloodiog below 
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Ed Krupo, president of the 
Chain 0" I-akes Heaort Own- 
ers Assn., plugged fpr exten- 
sive dredging in tiie Chain 
to provide more recreational 
area for the thousands! flock- 
ing Into the area during the 
.summer months, 

Krupo also suggested that 
the state refralti from boost- 
ing the area as a resort cen- 
ter and recreation paradise 
until the waterways ore Im- 
[iroved to linndic thc crowds. 

Somehow this seems like 
a defeatist attitude and in- 
stead we would assure the 
state that the Chain O' 
Lakes region would welcome 
any pnmiotion by thc state 
while at thc same time Insist- 
ing on some real consider- 
ation when it comes time to 
spend money on improving 
waterways and recreation 
areas.

This might be a good 
time to suggest to our state 
legislators that they push 
legislation whlqh would turn 
motor fuel lax money collect- 
ed from boat ojiorators over 
to thc Division of Waterways 
for development of .water rec- 
reation facilities. 

A bill on this order was In- 
troduced by State Senator 
Robert McClory, but was^ 
killed because It listed only 
Lake Michigan as thc benefi- 
ciary of thc marine fuel tax 
appropriations.

Vacating tho trench, Hccht 
had his photographer take 
an unusual shot of it and 
went bacif to write thc lead 
story — "Earthquake in Chi- 
cago." His rambling prose 
etched out a terrifying story 
of mayhem and destruction 
about the faked disaster. 
Several of his relatives sup- 
ported the story in print by 
stating that dishes in their 
homes had fallen from 
shelves, windows shattered, 
etc. Hcclit's editor beamed. 
A scooj) — even if ill wasn't 
true. 

Hecht'.<t offered justifica- 
tion for this madman jour- 
nalism was that "it may not 
be true, but It sure makes 
people feel that there's a lot 
happening in Chicago." 

Migrating to thc Chicago 
Journal (now defunct along 
with thc Examiner), Hccht 
wrote his crazy-quilt stories 
until the Chicago Daily News 
picked him. up. 

Here, Hccht convinced Ids 
editor, Ifenry Justin Smith, 
that he needed more literary 
types writing for thc Newt. 
Ills first selection for thc 
paper was a crony poet who 
wrote for a Milwaukee labor 
sheet until its demise— Carl 
Sandburg. Sandburg was, to

Lloyd Lewis. Harry Hanson, 
Keith Preston and Henry 
Blackman Sell also lielped to 
make the newspaper scene 
of that day seem provocative, 
adventurous and daring. 

These figures, along with 
the myriad editors, publish- 
ers and politicians Hcc'ht 
knew and worked for, all ap- 
peared in* his never- tobe^or- 
gotten Front Page— the hu- 
morous and crude newspaper 
play of the twenties written 
with MacArtl^ur. 

Today, Hecht ntf longer 
lives in Chicago but resides 
in New York from whence 
ho makes infrequent .so- 
journs In Hollywood to help 
out in writing scripts such ds 
his salvage job of the mis- 
managed Brando-bodovilted 
Muntlny an the Bounty re- 
nuike. 

In looking back on Hecfit's 
career one might wonder 
how th world could bW W 
fiizzy with ' hoopl«| at'thM' 
time.

Present indications arc 
that abput 100 players will 
seek the remaining 45 spots 
in the qualifying struggle 
which will be held Monday, 
June 25 over Medinah's No.
